As speculation runs

Washington 

Leaks are springing. Trial balloons 
are floating. Egos are being stroked. 
Wannabes are auditioning. And, 
chances are, lies are being told. 

Somewhere, amid the shenanigans. 
Republican Mitt Romney is consid- 
ering his choices for a running mate, 
one of the most significant decisions 
of his presidential campaign. 

The secrecy that shrouds the selec- 
tion of a modern presidential running 
mate has given rise to political side- 
shows that play out in public while the 
more serious search operation takes 
place at a largely subterranean level. 
Names of new Romney short-listers 
emerge; others fall by the wayside. 

Consultant Bob Shrum, who’s 
worked on numerous Democratic 
presidential campaigns, says a close- 
ly held search operation is a good 
thing because it protects the people 
who open up their lives to the cam- 
paign to be thoroughly checked out 
as potential running mates. 

But the lack of public informa- 
tion creates an opening for all sorts

Review: Rules meant 
to deter fraud nullify 
legitimate ballots 

Washington 

When Edward and Mary Weiden- 
bener went to vote in Indiana’s 
primary in May, they didn’t real- 
ize that State law required them to 
bring government photo IDs such 
as a driver’s license or passport. 

The husband and wife, both 
approaching 90 years old, had to 
use a temporary ballot that would 
be verified later, even though they 
knew the people working the poll- 
ing site that day. Unaware that Indi- 
ana law obligated them to follow 
up with the county election board, 
the Weidenbeners ultimately had 
their votes rejected — news to them 
when they were informed recently 
by an Associated Press reporter. 

Edward Weidenbener, a World 
War II veteran who had voted for 
Mitt Romney in the Republican 
presidential contest, said he was 
surprised by the rules and the con- 
sequences. 

“A lot of people don’t have a 
photo ID. They’ll be automatically 
disenfranchised,” he said. 

As more states enact strict voter 
ID rules, an AP review of tem- 
porary ballots from Indiana and 


Backstory 

More than two dozen states have 
some form of ID requirement, and 11 
of those passed new rules over the 
past two years largely at the urging 
of Republicans who say they want to 
prevent fraud. Democrats and vot- 
ing rights groups fear that ID laws 
could suppress votes among people 
who may not typically have a driv- 
er’s license. Supporters of the laws 
cite anecdotal cases of fraud as a 
reason that states need to do more 
to secure elections. (AP) 


Georgia, which first adopted the 
most stringent standards, found 
that more than 1,200 such votes 
were tossed during the 2008 gen- 
eral election. 

During sparsely attended pri- 
maries this year in Georgia, Indi- 
ana and Tennessee, the states imple- 
menting the toughest laws, hundreds 
more ballots were blocked. 

The numbers suggest that the 
legitimate votes rejected by the laws 
are far more numerous than are the 
cases of fraud that advocates of the 
rules say they are tr 3 dng to prevent. 
Thousands more votes could be in 
jeopardy for this November, when 
more states with larger populations 
are looking to have similar rules in

Morsi Renews Egypt Parliament 


Order to reconvene 
sets up showdown 
with military rulers 


Cairo 

Egypt’s president on Sunday 
ordered the Islamist-dominated 
parliament to reconvene in defi- 
ance of a military decree dissolv- 
ing the legislature last month on 
the basis of a ruling by the coun- 
try’s top court, the state news agen- 
cy reported. 

The surprise move by President 
Mohammed Morsi, himself an Isla- 
mist, will almost certainly lead to 
a clash with the powerful gener- 
als who formally handed power to 
him on June 30 after spending 16 
months at the nation’s helm follow- 
ing the ouster of Hosni Mubarak 
in a popular uprising. 

The move also reflects confusion 
in the roles and powers of Egypt’s 
governing institutions, with the 




What the Military Did ... 

Last month, Egypt’s then-ruling mili- 
tary generals dissolved the legislature 
when the Supreme Constitutional Court, 
the country’s highest tribunal, ruled that 
a third of its members had been elected 
illegally. The military announced a “con- 
stitutional declaration" on June 16 that 
gave it legislative powers in the absence 
of parliament and stripped the office of the president of much of its presiden- 
tial authority. It also gave the generals control over the process of drafting a 
new constitution and immunity from any civilian oversight. 


How Morsi Responded 


In ordering parliament to reconvene, Egyptian 
President Mohammed Morsi, a conservative Islamist, 
may have been inspired in large part by a desire to 
assert his authority in the face of the military, which 
has been the country’s de facto ruler since army of- 
ficers seized power in a 1952 coup. However, Mor- 
si’s defiance of a ruling by the country’s highest 
court could backfire, leading to charges that 
the longtime Muslim Brotherhood member 
has no respectforthe judiciary, (ap) 


constitution in force under Muba- 
rak suspended after the uprising 
and no new one adopted. 

Open confrontation between the 
two sides is certain to plunge the 
country into a new bout of politi- 
cal instability, adding to the many 
woes Egypt has experienced since 
Mubarak’s ouster in 2011.

Fate of Islamists Murky in Libyan Elections

Libya’s first nationwide elections

It also could display the 
political dynamics in Libya, where 
tribal loyalties run deep and groups 
such as the Muslim Brotherhood 
at times cooperated with the rule

Metro Blames the Heat 


Officials: Derailment 
on Green Line likely 
caused by high temps 


Transportation 

The heat wave of the past week has 
been hard on Metro, taxing the sys- 
tem’s equipment and employees, 
and on Saturday, transit investi- 
gators said the excessive temper- 
atures were probably to blame for 
the derailment of a Green Line 
train Friday afternoon in Prince 
George’s County. 

The 99 -degree weather appar- 
ently caused a “heat kink” in the 
rail near the West Hyattsville sta- 
tion, derailing the inbound train 
and raising questions about how 
effectively Metro is monitoring its 
infrastructure for hazards brought 
on by the heat. No injuries were 
reported. 

After the derailment. Green 
Line service between Fort Totten 
and Prince George’s Plaza was 
replaced by shuttle service for the 
rest of the weekend. 

Heat kinks are a well-known 
phenomenon in the rail industry, 
and Metro, like other transit sys- 
tems with aboveground tracks, is 
responsible for keeping a close eye 
on its tracks during periods of sus- 
tained high temperatures. 

While the agency can antici- 
pate when heat kinks are likely to 
occur, it is not as easy for it to pre- 
dict their location. 

“They happen very sudden- 
ly,” said Andrew Kish, a rail safe- 
ty consultant who is an expert on 
track stability. “They get unstable.

Track Trouble 

Aboveground tracks are at a 
much higher risk of warping be- 
cause they are exposed to direct 
sunlight in addition to the warm 
air. If a backyard thermometer 
reads 100 degrees, an above- 
ground Metro track could be as 
hot as 140 degrees, (twp) 


they buckle out laterally. There’s no 
warning, generally.” 

Metro’s procedures call for 
every section of the system to be 
checked weekly and for above- 
ground tracks to be checked more 
frequently when the temperature 
exceeds 95 degrees. 

Dan Stessel, a Metro spokesman. 


said he did not know when workers 
had last checked the stretch of track 
where the derailment occurred. 
Stessel said that would be deter- 
mined during Metro’s investiga- 
tion into the accident. 

The District-bound train was 
carrying 55 people when it derailed 
at about 4:45 p.m. near the West 
Hyattsville station. Rescue work- 
ers evacuated the train in about 
an hour. 

It was the second time in three 
months that one of the rail sys- 
tem’s trains jumped the tracks 
with riders aboard, and it was 
the second time in a week that 
a disabled Green Line train had 
to be evacuated in Maryland.

Takoma Park: Not Just for Hippies Anymore 



Takoma Park, Md. 

It’s taken four decades, but Tako- 
ma Park may have finally started 
to leave the ’60s. 

Last month, it made a rare 
exception to its “nuclear-free zone” 
ordinance. The city’s corn silo still 
stands, and Takoma Park still refus- 
es to buy bottled water, but the 
community tool library is gone, 
and many of the activists who once 
defined what has long been called 
the People’s Republic of Takoma 
Park are getting older. 

In many ways, it is no longer 
the Takoma Park of decades past, 
when free spirits flocked to the 
city, opened head shops and stood 
in front of bulldozers to prevent 
encroaching development. There’s 
a growing sense that its counter- 
cultural verve is changing into 
something else. 

“Takoma is getting older, or at 
least the activists are getting older 
and not as engaged,” said Eric 
Hensal, who moved to the city in 


2003 and is running for a seat on 
the City Council. “It’s almost like 
Takoma really is at the post-hip- 
pie phase.” 

The incoming generation is 
made up of mostly younger, more 


affluent families. “Some days, I 
feel like everyone who is buying 
a house in Takoma Park has two 
children under 5,” said Meg Finn, 
a real estate agent. 

“Takoma has always been 


known for its activists, and they’re 
still living here, but they’ve kind 
of dispersed,” said John Urciolo, a 
commercial real estate broker and

Federer reclaims Wimbledon 
title to match Sampras’ record

A Grand Slam title drought did indeed 
end in Sunday’s historic and riveting 
Wimbledon final, only it was Roger 
Federer’s lengthy-for-him gap between 
trophies that came to a close, rather 
than Britain’s 76 -year wait for a home- 
grown men’s champion. 

Making sure everyone knows he 
is still as capable as ever of brilliance 
on a tennis court, Federer came back 
to beat Andy Murray 4-6, 7-5, 6-3, 6-4 
indoors on Centre Court for a record- 
tying seventh championship at the All 
England Club. 

“It feels nice,” Federer said, clutch- 
ing the gold trophy only Pete Sampras 
has held as many times in the modern 
era. “It’s like it never left me.” 

The victory also increased Feder- 
er’s record total to 17 major titles after 
being stuck on No. 16 for 214 years, and 
clinched a return to the top of the ATP 
rankings, overtaking Novak Djokovic, 
after an absence of a little more than two 
years. Federer’s 286th week at No. 1 ties 
Sampras for the most in history. 

“He doesn’t want to stop now. He 
knows he’s going to continue to play 
well and try to break seven, and he 
could very well end up with eight or 
nine Wimbledons,” Sampras said in a 
telephone interview. “I just think he’s 
that much better than the other guys 
on grass, and he loves the court the way 
I loved that court. He’s a great cham- 
pion, a classy champion.” 

After a record seven consecutive 
Wimbledon finals from 2003-09, win- 
ning the first six, Federer lost in the

quarterfinals in 2010 and 2011, then 
wasted two match points and a two-set 
lead against Djokovic in the U.S. Open 
semifinals last year, raising questions 
about whether he might be slipping.

Alas, Murray dropped to 0-4 in 
Grand Slam finals, three against Feder- 
er. Only one other man lost the first 
four major title matches of his career:

AFTER JOINING THE ARMY RESERVE 

to pay for college, David Fraley decided to 
move to Silicon Valley to begin a career in 
information technology. He has remained 
in the field ever since. 

When was your first leadership position? 

It was 20 years ago. I was an Army pla- 
toon leader right out of college when I was 
in active duty. 

How has your leadership evolved since? 

I think I was 22 at that time. The younger 
you are, the more brash you are. Then you 


start to gain some maturity. If you ask me 
[what’s] the best career advice I would give 
anyone, it would be to have patience and 
active listening skills. At my last company, 
it was very customer centric. So the listen- 
ing skills were important. 

Most valuable advice from a mentor? 

To define a career path and stay really, real- 
ly focused on it. It is hard. If you’re going to 
be a dogcatcher, be the best darn dogcatch- 
er you can be, and one of these days, you’ll 
run the city pound. Obviously I didn’t want 
to be working in the city pound, but I knew 
I should be the best that I could be and not 
waver in focus. 

What military skill had the most bearing on 
your civilian business career? 

Leadership training, without a doubt. The 
military is very big on formal leadership 
training. But it’s also big on the school of

hard knocks, as well. You can read about 
it, but leadership is what you have to do. 
The ability to listen, motivate and lead col- 
leagues is priceless. 

What does it take to be successful 
in the iT industry? 

Staying current. The question I struggled 
with is what is the half-life of your tech- 
nical knowledge? At one time, I was real- 
ly good at a specific technology. But it’s no 
longer used. To be a technologist requires 
lifelong learning. If you don’t keep current 
and maintain today’s value, that which had 
value will diminish over time to the point 
where you’ll have career issues. You have to 
have synergy, laser focus and self-motivation.

“Engineers have it a 
lot easier when it comes to looking 
for jobs, finding good employment 
and getting a good salary.” 

How good? In May 2011, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics listed the 
annual mean wage for a biomedical 
engineer at $88,360; wages in

Fields of study 

Kristin Pallister can trace her 
interest in science to a childhood 
accident. 

“I was hit by a car and needed 
to have a bunch of surgeries,” she 
says. “That got me interested in 
medical technology.” 

Now, Pallister, 23, is about to 
begin a job as a clinical engineer 
at St. Jude Medical, which develops 
medical devices for cardiac and 


neurological patients. 

By working in a field related 
to STEM (the commonly used 
acronym for the fields of science, 
technology, engineering and 
mathematics), Pallister will be a 
minority. In 2009, only 24 percent 
of STEM workers were women, 
though women made up 48 percent 
of the total workforce. 


fields such as physics, chemistry 
and computer science were in the 
same range or higher. The average 
American worker made $45,230 
last year, according to BLS. 

The gender wage gap narrows 
in STEM, where women make an 
average of 86 cents for every dollar 
their male counterparts make, 
compared with 79 cents in other 
professions, according the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 

“Studying engineering is a lot 
of work, but it’s definitely worth 
it,” Pallister says. “The kids who 
don’t make it are the ones who 
don’t realize how much work there’s 
going to be.” 

As a freshman at George 
Washington University (Gwu.edu), 
she enrolled in the engineering 
program with a focus on biomedical 
engineering. After getting her 
undergraduate degree in 2010, she

Stayed on at GWU and earned 
her M.S. in biomedical engineer- 
ing in May. 

In some STEM subjects, such 
as biology and psychology, women 
get more of the master’s degrees 
than men. In computer science, 
physics and engineering, though, 
women’s participation levels don’t 
even crack 30 percent. 

There are a lot of reasons for the 
gap, including the stereotype that 
science and math are “male.” 

“When you ask men and women 
and girls and boys, ‘How much 
do you care about contributing 
to society with your job?’ women 
and girls are more likely to say 
that matters,” says Christianne 
Corbett, a senior researcher at the

American Association of University 
Women and one of the authors of 
the report “Why So Few? Women in 
Science, Technology, Engineering 
and Mathematics.” “People don’t 
associate engineering and computer 
science with making a social 
contribution or helping people.” 
Corbett says they should. 

Some women may leave the 
field because they feel more social 
pressure than men to balance work 
with family and worry they can’t 
do that in a STEM career. 

“There is the feeling that you 
have to be married to science, that 
you can’t have a family life,” says 
Dr. Sandra Hanson, a professor of 
sociology at the Catholic University 
of America (Cua.edu) who studies 
women in the sciences. 

This issue becomes more 
prevalent the further along women 


get in their careers. 

“There is a drop at every stage, a 
leakage of women from the science 
pipeline,” Hanson says. 

Of course, a woman on the 
partner track at a law firm might 
deal with the same pressures. 

“It’s demanding to be a 
scientist, and it isn’t for everybody,” 
says Maria Donoghue, an 
associate professor in Georgetown 
University’s biology department 
(Georgetown.edu) who has two 
children. “But any demanding 
career takes commitment.” 

Women in STEM-related 
graduate programs benefit from 
having good role models and support 
systems, so many universities are 
working to increase the number of 
women on their STEM faculties.

if you’re a graduate student con- 
sidering an academic career,” 
says Betty Shanahan, executive 
director and CEO of the Soci- 
ety of Women Engineers (Soci- 
ety ofwomenengi neers.s we 
.org). “They’re someone you can 
look at and say. Wow, she’s like 
me and she’s been successful; I 
can do it, too.’” 

Pallister belonged to a female 
engineering society while at GWU. 

“It was good to have that 
support system of a bunch of other 


women who are going through 
what you are,” she says. “You have 
to study a lot more in engineering 
than some other majors, so it was 
nice to have friends to study with, 
so you didn’t feel like you were 
always in the library alone.” 

Though it hasn’t completely 
disappeared, blatant discrimination 
isn’t encountered much by most 
women studying in STEM-related 
fields. What they might run into, 
experts say, is an unconscious bias 
against women. 

“Research shows that people 
are more likely to associate math 
and science with men than with 
women,” Corbett says. “And when 
women are working in a ‘male’ 
field, people judge them to be less 
competent than a man. If they are 
deemed to be competent, people then

STEM Demand = 
Immigrant Shift

The Pew Research Center's recent 
study concluding that the nunnber 
of Asian innnnigrants nnoving to the 
United States now exceeds the 
nunnber of Latinos hardly seenns 
surprising to nne or nnany of nny fellow 
innnnigration attorneys. My law firnn 
has seen a drannatic uptick in the 
number of our clients who are of Asian 
origin in the past several years. 

According to the latest census 
figures, more than 20 percent of 
bachelor's degree holders who 
earned their degrees in science 
and engineering fields are foreign 
born, with more than half of those 
students coming from Asia. Of these 
fields, native-born students only 
lead their foreign-born counterparts 
in psychology, social sciences 
and multidisciplinary sciences. 
Consequently, foreign-born Asian 
students can get jobs relevant to their 
science and engineering degrees.

show that Asians are twice as likely 
to hold jobs in STEM-related fields 
than any other group, and that 1 in 
5 workers in a STEM-related field 
is foreign-born, of which 63 percent 
come from Asia. 

Without question, the influx of 
highly skilled Asian immigrants is a 
good development for this country. 
Asian immigrants, like those I see in 
my office nearly every day, continue 
to make incredible economic and 
cultural contributions to our society. 

By allowing these highly skilled 
individuals, who trained at our fine 
universities, to apply their knowledge 
in this country, we can take full 
advantage of our increasingly science- 
and technology-based economy.

judge them to be less likable.” 

“You will run into a couple of 
cavemen you will have to prove 
yourself to ” says Dawn Meade, 38, 
marketing and media coordinator 
at Net-AV, a video communication 
and IT company.

especially as universities and 
other employers try to diversify 
their staffs and bring in people 
with different backgrounds and 
perspectives. 

“The job prospects in 
engineering are fantastic, whether 
you want to go into academic life or 
a career in industry or government,” 
Shanahan says. “For someone with 


an advanced degree, I think she just 
increases her options and earning 
potential.” 

In the end, a woman’s gender 
could wind up being a bigger 
benefit than an obstacle. 

“Being a woman is part of who 
you are, but being a scientist is part 
of who you are, too,” says Meredith 
Fox, who graduated from American 
University (American.edu) with a 
Ph.D. in behavioral neuroscience in 
2003 and now works as a research 
fellow at the National Institute of 
Mental Health. “It shouldn’t be 
something that holds you back 
in any way. I personally feel that 
there’s a younger scientific crowd 
coming in that’s plumb full of 
women. It’s a positive thing to be 
a woman, not a negative thing. 
Use it as part of who you are.”

Bartow became the de facto 
presence here. 

Now, when she’s networking her 
day job as an editor at a think tank, 
Bartow spends most of her time 
doing paperwork for Ten Sisters.

Food Trucks 

On weekdays, when the clock strikes noon 
and the weather cooperates, downtown 
sidewalks clog with hurried office workers, 
many of them headed for the food trucks 
that surround Farragut Square and Frank- 
lin Park, along the K Street corridor. 

But long before prospective custom- 
ers catch a whiff of the Puerto Rican plan- 
tain-based mofongo, or lobster with tarra- 
gon mayonnaise, they are enticed — some 


might say bombarded — with sounds as 
diverse as the fare: brass-and-conga-rich 
salsa, 1980s pop-rock, rap, reggae and the 
unmistakable rhythms of go-go. 

A far cry from the Mister Softee jingle, 
the one that still sends the inner child in 
all of us bolting out the door. Or maybe not 
so far. Many food-truck proprietors believe 
music is an essential companion to food. 
(And, less poetically, that it can help estab- 
lish their brands in a competitive market- 
place.) Research by David Melcher, a profes- 
sor of cognitive sciences at the University 
of Trento, bolsters this notion. 

“Hearing the sound of the ice cream 
truck may be similar to Pavlov’s dog hear- 
ing the bell associated with mealtime,”

But most people taking the time 
to listen to “Fortune” are probably 
not interested in criticizing Brown. 
Fans who’ve stuck by him aren’t 
about to pick apart their idol, and

or even listen to — his music. 

In a way, this frees Brown up to 
do pretty much whatever he wants 
creatively. 

That position is what allowed 
him to produce 20lTs game-chang- 
er “F.A.M.E.,” where he ditched the 
no-longer-appropriate puppy-love 
songs and debuted edgier dance 
tracks and more mature R&B bal- 
lads.

Oscar-winner 
Borgnine Dies 


Highly acclaimed role 
in 'Marty' helped to 
launch actor's oareer 

Obituary 

Ernest Borgnine, the beefy screen 
star known for blustery, often vil- 
lainous, roles but who won the best- 
actor Oscar for playing against type 
as a lovesick butcher in “Marty” in 
1955, died Sunday. He was 95. 

Borgnine, who endeared him- 
self to a generation of Baby Boom- 
ers with the 1960s TV comedy 
“McHale’s Navy,” first attracted 
notice in the early 1950s in villain 
roles, notably as the vicious Fatso 
Judson, who beat Frank Sinatra's 
character to death in “From Here 
to Eternity.” 

“The Oscar made me a star, 
and I'm grateful,” Borgnine told 
an interviewer in 1966. “But I feel 
had I not won the Oscar, I wouldn't 
have gotten into the messes I did 
in my personal life.” 

Those messes included four 
failed marriages, including one in 
1964 to singer Ethel Merman that 
lasted less than six weeks. 

But his fifth marriage, in 1973 
to Tova Traesnaes, endured and 
brought with it an interesting busi-

ness partnership. She sold her own 
beauty products under the name of 
Tova and used her husband's reju- 
venated face in her ads. 

More recently, Borgnine had 
a recurring role as the apartment 
house doorman- cum- chef in the 
mid-1990s NBC sitcom “The Sin- 
gle Guy.” And he was the voice of 
Mermaid Man on “SpongeBob 
SquarePants” and Carface on “All 
Dogs Go to Heaven 2.” 

In 2007, Borgnine complained 
that he wanted to continue acting, 
but most studio executives kept 
asking, “Is he still alive?” 

“I just want to do more work,” he 
said. “Every time I step in front of a 
camera, I feel young again.” (ap)
